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Chinese  American  Perspectives  on  Politics 


Editor's  Note:  This  is  the  first  of  a  two-part  series  focusing  on  local 
Chinese  American  involvement  in  American  politics.  Every  year 
there  is  an  election,  whether  it  be  on  the  local,  state,  or  federal  level, 
and  both  fresh  and  familiar  faces  emerge  from  the  Chinese 
American  community  to  lend  their  support  to  candidates  of  their 
choice.  The  SAMPAN  set  out  to  learn  what  motivates  some  of  these 
people  to  become  involved,  why  they  believe  political  activism  is 
important,  and  whether  they  feel  political  activism  is  on  the  rise 
among  Chinese  Americans. 

The  following  article  features  three  suburban  Chinese  Americans 
who  have  been  newsmakers,  their  political  activities,  and  their 
views.  In  a  future  issue,  the  SAMPAN  talks  to  members  of  Boston 's 
Chinese  community,  many  of  whom  were  active  in  last  year's  city 
elections.  We  will  also  provide  an  analysis  of  all  the  views  presented 
in  this  series,  highlighting  areas  where  opinions  diverge  as  well  as 
converge. 

Aware  that  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  individuals  interviewed 
for  this  series  are  their  own  and  do  not  represent  those  of  all  Chinese 
Americans,  the  SAMPAN  welcomes  comments  from  readers  who 
have  differing  or  similar  views.

Larry  Yu-Chi  Ho,  president  of 
the  Organization  of  Chinese 
Americans  (OCA)  New  England 
chapter,  feels  that  he  is  active  in 
politics  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  to  work  for  the  interest  of 
Chinese  Americans. 

In  1982  his  involvement  with  an 
ad  hoc  political  group  of  Chinese 
professionals  to  support  Michael 
Dukakis  in  the  gubernatorial 
race  triggered  his  interest  in 
American  politics. 

“Because  I  think  the  next 
generation  of  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
cans  will  ask  ‘What  have  we 
done  for  them?’  besides  bring¬ 
ing  them  up  and  sending  them  to 
school,  we  should  leave  some 
legacy  behind,’’  Ho  explained. 

There  are  four  inter-related 
areas  he  set  out  to  work  on:  the 
self-image  of  immigrant  Chi¬ 
nese  and  American-born  Chi¬ 
nese;  political  education  and 
awareness  as  related  to  self- 
image;  grass  roots  organiza¬ 
tions;  and  networking  among 
Chinese  Americans. 


Many  immigrants,  although 
living  in  this  country  for  a  long 
time,  still  feel  that  they  are 
Chinese  not  Americans,  Ho 
said.  The  term  “Overseas  Chi¬ 
nese”  so  often  used  to  describe 
the  immigrants  means  that  they 
are  going  back  to  their  homeland 
and  living  in  America  only 
temporarily.  Ho  referred  to  this 
state  of  mind  as  a  ‘  ‘self-imposed 
prison”  and  “nonsense.”  Ho, 
who  himself  immigrated  to  this 
country  from  China  in  1950,  felt 
that  Chinese  Americans  should 
break  out  of  this  mindset. 

As  for  the  American-born  Chi¬ 
nese,  Ho  felt  that  their  self- 
image  reflects  their  serious 
identity  problem. 

‘  ‘They  were  brought  up  to  think 
that  they  are  Americans.  'When 
they  get  into  college,  they 
realize  the  difference.  They  are 
treated  differently  in  a  subtle 
way,”  Ho  said. 

Some  manifestations  of  the 
identity  problem  of  American- 
born  Chinese  are  their  desire  to 
learn  the  Chinese  language  and 
go  to  China,  according  to  Ho. 


Coalition  Seeks  Help  from  City 
To  Get  Jobs  for  Community 


The  Chinatown  Employment 
and  Training  Opportunities 
Council  (CETOC)  is  seeking  the 
support  of  elected  city  officials  in 
its  effort  to  obtain  jobs  for 
community  residents  at  Lafay¬ 
ette  Place  and  other  nearby 
developments. 

The  council  sent  a  letter  to 
Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn  in  late 
March  to  request  his  “assis¬ 
tance  in  expediting  negotiations 
and  in  establishing  a  meaningful 
linkage  between  developers  and 
our  neighborhood. 

CETOC  member  Greg  Miller 
stated  that  the  council  was 
approaching  the  mayor  because 
of  his  public  support  of  giving 
women,  minorities,  the  poor, 
and  impact  area  residents  first 
preference  in  hiring  and  because 
of  his  stated  commitment  to 
linking  downtown  development 
with  neighborhood  develop¬ 
ment. 

CETOC,  a  coalition  of  five 
Chinatown  agencies,  met  with 
the  developer  of  Layafette  Place 
in  February  to  discuss  jobs  and 
other  benefits  for  community 
residents  at  the  $130  million 
hotel-retail  complex. 

The  plans  for  Lafayette  Place, 
however,  were  approved  by  the 
city  before  its  policy  that  re¬ 


quires  developers  to  hire  Boston 
residents  came  into  effect.  The 
developer  of  Lafayette  Place, 
Mondev  International  of  Mon¬ 
treal,  consequently  is  not  legally 
bound  to  hire  from  the  city’s 
neighborhoods. 

CETOC  also  planned  to  send 
letters  to  City  Council  President 
Joseph  M.  Tierney  and  District 
Two  City  Councillor  James  A. 
Kelly  to  request  their  support. 

According  to  Miller,  CETOC 
members  hope  to  set  up  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  three  elected  city 
officials  or  their  designees  to 
discuss  the  type  and  extent  of 
support  they  can  offer  to  the 
CETOC  efforts. 

He  added  that  the  coalition  has 
tentative  plans  to  hold  work¬ 
shops  on  employment  opportu¬ 
nities  and  interview  and  resume 
preparation  to  help  community 
residents  find  jobs  at  new 
downtown  developments. 

The  five  CETOC  agency  mem¬ 
bers  include:  Chinatown  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Land  Development  Task 
Force;  Chinatown  People’s  Pro¬ 
gressive  Assn.,  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Assn., 
Quincy  School  Community 
Council,  and  the  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
can  Civic  Assn.

“They  feel  that  something  is 
missing.  They  want  to  find  a 
group  to  belong  to.  The  immi¬ 
grant  groups  do  not  accept 
them ,  because  they  do  not  speak 
the  language,”  he  said. 

‘  ‘There  are  not  many  opportu¬ 
nities  for  •  young  people  in 
Chinatown  to  become  involved 
in  politics.  They  have  to  go 
outside,  but  they  cannot  find  a 
support  group,”  he  said,  but 
added  that  he  hopes  the  various 
political  organizations  will  help 
to  build  the  self-image  of  Chi¬ 
nese  Americans  and  bring  them 
into  the  mainstream. 

Other  than  the  problem  with 
self-image,  Ho  attributed  the 
lack  of  participation  in  politics 
among  immigrant  Chinese  to 
“intellectual  arid  psychological 
baggage.” 

“We  are  taught  to  think  politics 
is.  dirty  and,  dangerous.  This 
might  be  true  in  China  but  not 
here.  We  are  .taught  to  think 
family  responsibility  is  number 
one.  Civic  responsibility  is  not 
an  important  part  in  the  Chinese 
culture,”  he  said  and  stressed 
that  Chinese  Americans  should 
get  rid  of  this  load. 

‘  ‘Instead  of  letting  other  people 
make  decisions  for  you,  we  want 
to  be  part  of  the  decision-making 
process,”  he  emphasized. 

To  do  that,  Ho  is  trying  to 
initiate  efforts  to  establish  poli¬ 
tical  organizations  at  the  pre¬ 
cinct  level  in  the  suburbs.  With 
the  help  of  his  wife,  Sophia  Ho, 
and  OCA  members,  he  is  com-

piling  a  computerized  data  base 
of  all  Chinese  American  resi¬ 
dents  and  voters  in  the  suburban 
cities  and  towns.  This  list  would 
be  provided  to  people  who  are 
interested  in  organizing  political 
groups  in  their  own  towns,  he 
said. .  He  cited  the  example  of 
Lexington  where  a  new  political 
group,  the  Chinese  American 
Association  of  Lexington 
(CAAL),  supported  a  Chinese 
American  for  public  office  and 
got  him  elected  as  a  precinct 
representative.  The  immediate 
impact  can  be  seen  at  the 
Chinese  Language  School, 
which  used  to  have  its  heat 
turned  down  very  low  during 
weekends  and  is  finally  getting 
adequate  heat,  according  to  Ho, 
also  a  resident  of  Lexington'.  He' 
described  the  night  after  the 
Lexington  election  as  worth  a 
thousand  dollars. 

“The  beauty  of  small  town 
politics  is  that  it  is  truly 
nonpartisan.  It’s  based  on  issues 
and  talent,”  he  said. 

A  professor  of  engineering 
and  applied  mathematics  at 
Harvard  University,  Ho  said  that 
politics  to  him  meant  participa¬ 
tion,  civic  responsibility,  public 
service,  and  a  recognition  that 
the  world  is  made  of  people  and 
one  has  to  work  with  these 
people  to  live. 

“Politics  is  not  for  one  or  two 
people.  I  do  not  consider  myself 
representing  Chinese  and 
speaking  for  them.  The  real 
power  is  in  grass  roots  level  once

they  are  organized.  When  peo¬ 
ple  see  that  80  percent  of  the 
Chinese  vote,  that  would  make  a 
difference  to  the  politicians,  ’  ’  he 
said. 

Ho  believes  that  the  Chinese  in 
Chinatown  and  those  in  the 
suburbs  have  very  different 
concerns  at  this  time,  but  they 
can  unite  if  there  is  a  common 
interest.  He  attended  a  recent 
meeting  at  which  representa¬ 
tives  from  both  communities 
were  present  to  discuss  an 
agenda  of  concerns  to  present  to 
Gov.  Dukakis.  Among  some  of 
the  topics  discussed  were  hous¬ 
ing  in  Chinatown  and  racism  in 
general.  Ho  said  he  is  happy  to 
see  the  Governor’s  readiness  to 
talk  to  the  Chinese  Americans. 

“Tt  is  when  you  rion’t  register 
and  don ’t  vote,  then  people  will 
ignore  you.  A  politician  will  go 
through  a  list  to  see  who  is 
registered  and  who  will  vote,” 
Ho  said. 

“A  typical  question  an  Asian 
will  ask  is  ‘What  will  this 
candidate  do  for  me?’  It  (poli¬ 
tics)  is  like  a  bank  account.  If  you 
don’t  put  anything  in,  you  can’t 
take  anything  out.  We  are  not  in 
the  position  to  demand  political 
promises,”  he  added. 

Ever  since  he  became  actively 
involved  in  politics,  Ho  felt  that 
he  meets  and  gets  to  know  a  lot 
of  people.  The  social  networking 
that  goes  along  with  political 
activism  brings  eventual  benefit 
to  him,  he  declared.

Chinatown/South  Cove  To  Be  Wired 
for  Cable  TV  in  Early  April

Construction  to  wire  China¬ 
town/South  Cove  for  cable  tele¬ 
vision  is  now  slated  to  begin  in 
early  April,  according  to  a 
spokesperson  for  Cablevision  of 
Boston. 

Colette  A.  M.  Phillips,  com¬ 
munity  relations  manager  at 
Cablevision,  said  construction  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  six 
to  eight  weeks. 

With  the  use  of  a  new  techno¬ 
logical  tool,  the  earth  saw,  the 
laying  down  of  cables  will 
require  less  time  and  cause 
minimal  disruption  of  traffic  in 
the  neighborhood,  she  noted. 
The  earth  saws  will  be  used  to 
cut  five-inch-wide  trenches  in 
the  streets  which  will  remain 
open  between  three  to  four 
hours  while  the  cables  are  being 


laid  down.  Trenches  will  then  be 
closed  up  with  a  temporary 
asphalt  patch. 

According  to  Phillips,  Cable- 
vision  has  design  rights  to  place 
cables  along  existing  utility 
wires  both  above  and  below 
ground. 

Residences  in  Chinatown  will 
be  wired  first  and  agencies  and 
other  groups  wired  about  two 
months  later,  she  said.  After  a 
residence  is  wired,  it  will  be 
ready  to  be  hooked  up  to  receive 
cable  television  and  salespeople 
will  come  into  the  neighborhood. 

Cablevision  plans  to  recruit 
salespeople  who  will  be  able  to 
communicate  with  community 
residents  in  their  native  Chinese 
dialects,  she  noted.  A  number  of 
local  residents  have  already 
been  hired  as  customer  service 
representatives  to  answer  ques¬ 


tions  and  problems  called  in  by 
cable  tv  subscribers. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the 
construction  time  scheduled  for 
Chinatown  has  changed  several 
times.  According  to  Phillips,  the 
delays  have  been  caused  by  the 
“long  and  difficult  process”  of 
securing  rights  of  entry.  Cable- 
vision  must  obtain  rights  of 
entry  from  property  owners  in 
order  to  legally  go  onto  private 
land  to  install  cables.  The  cable 
tv  company  was  still  securing 
rights  of  entry  in  Chinatown/ 
South  Cove  and  had  planned  to 
meet  with  two  members  of  the 
community,  Bill  Chin  and  Amy 
Wong  in  late  March  to  inform 
them  of  their  plans  to  begin 
construction  and  to  hear  their 
concerns  about  cable  television, 
she  added.

New  Outreach 

A  Boston  social  service  agen¬ 
cy  has  been  awarded  $40,000  by 
the  Massachusetts  Committee 
on  Criminal  Justice  to  reach  out 
to  troubled  Asian  youth  through¬ 
out  the  city. 

The  Boston  Chinese  :  YES 
(Youth  Essential  Service)  is  one 
of  21  community  projects  to 
receive  more  than  $800,000  in 
federal  juvenile  justice  money 
through  the  Committee  on 
Criminal  Justice. 

“This  funding  is  designed  to 
provide  programs  and  counsel¬ 
ing  that  can  intercept  kids 
heading  for  serious  trouble  and 
redirect  them  toward  meaning-

Bing  L.  Wong  is  a  board 
member  of  the  Chinese  Econom¬ 
ic  Development  Council 
(CEDC),  chair  of  the  Tufts/ 
CCBA  Scholarship  sub-commit¬ 
tee,  and  former  officer  and 
current  member  of  the  Greater 
Boston  Chinese  Cultural  Asso¬ 
ciation  (GBCCA).  A  former 
president  of  GBCCA,  Gordon 
Chin,  called  Wong  the  group’s 
ambassador  in  Chinatown. 

“I  always  thought  the  two 
groups  of  Chinese  should  work 
together.  I  think  I  can  see  the 
light  in  the  tunnel.  Chinese  from 
Chinatown  and  the  suburbs  are 
working  closely  starting  from 
last  year’s  August  Moon  Festi¬ 
val.  We  (suburban  Chinese) 
have  always  been  active  in 
Dragon  Boat,  but  August  Moon 
was  solely  a  Chinatown  activity 
in  the  past.  Last  year  we  played  a 
major  role  in  the  games,”  Wong 
said. 

Political  activism  has  drasti¬ 
cally  changed  in  the  past  two  or 
three  years  for  suburban  Chi¬ 
nese,  Wong,  a  Lexington  resi¬ 
dent,  observed.  It  was  never  as 
organized  as  it  is  now,  whereas 
the  Chinatown  group  has  always 
been  more  actively  involved  in 
politics,  he  said. 

One  recent  example  of  the 
beginning  of  concerted  effort  in 
political  activism  is  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  CAAL  in  Lexington. 
The  activities  of  this  group 
include  encouraging  Chinese 


ful,  productive  lives,”  said  Gov¬ 
ernor  Michael  S.  Dukakis. 

The  new  program,  Asian 
Family  Network,  will  offer  coun¬

Americans  to  become  registered 
voters,  deciding  which  candi¬ 
date  the  CAAL  will  support,  and 
promoting  local  politics,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Wong,  also  a  member  of 
CAAL.  Its  latest  success  was 
helping  Cheng-Chih  Chao  to  get 
elected  as  precinct  representa¬ 
tive  by  calling  or  writing  to 
residents  in  Lexington  and  re¬ 
minding  them  to  vote. 

“Chao  spent  a  lot  of  effort.  He 
walked  through  his  pre  inct  in 
the  evenings  shaking  .>ands. 
CAAL  helped  a  little.  There  are 
200  or  more  Chinese  living  in 
Lexington.  If  we  can  do  it,  other 
towns  will  be  encouraged  to  do 
the  same  thing,”  he  said. 

“A  lot  of  people  have  miscon¬ 
ceptions  (about politics).  Politics 
always  means  power  to  me.  My 
whole  purpose  in  involving  (my¬ 
self)  in  politics  is  to  get  Chinese 
welfare  recognized.  Whatever 
benefit  the  Chinese  deserve 
should  be  recognized.  I  don’t 
want  to  be  a  politician,  but  I  want 
to  help,”  Wong  explained. 

“I  feel  there  is  a  need.  I  found 
out  in  certain  instances,  the 
Chinese  Americans’  welfare  is 
being  ignored  because  we  did 
not  raise  enough  voice.  I  think 
the  most  critical  point  for  the 
Bostonian  Chinese  is  in  the 
Vincent  Chin  case.  We  printed 
out  thousands  of  letters  and  sent 
them  to  Reagan,  Ted  Kennedy, 
the  Governor  of  Michigan,  and 
the  Attorney  General  in  Wash¬ 
ington.  We  also  sent  out  letters 
from  organizations  and  repre-

Large  numbers  of  immigrants 
and  refugees  face  unemploy¬ 
ment,  language  barriers,  cultur¬ 
al  conflicts  between  parents  and 
youth,  delinquency  involvement 
and  gang  activity,  said  Leung.

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IMMIGRATION  NEWS 


Investment  as  a  Means  to  Enter  the  U.S. 

There  are  several  ways  that  individuals  may  enter  the  U.S.  to  work 
for  extended  periods  of  time.  One  of  the  best  methods  is  through  an 
existing  business  in  the  foreign  country.  On  April  7,  1970,  Congress 
enacted  the  present  version  of  Immigration  regulations  that 
provide  for  the  Intra-Company  Transfer  of  certain  classes  of 
individuals  who  receive  L-l  visa  status.  The  extensions  being 
granted  thereafter.  Family  members  are  authorized  to  remain  in  the 
U.S.,  and  there  are  no  travel  limitations. 

The  three  classes  of  individuals  covered  by  the  L-l  are  Executives, 
Managers  and  Persons  of  Specialized  Knowledge.  The  require¬ 
ments  for  this  visa  are  quite  specific,  but  they  can  often  be  met  by 
creating  a  new  corporation  here  in  the  U.S.  The  beneficiary  must 
have  been  employed  by  the  foreign  corporation  for  at  least  one  year 
prior  to  the  application,  and  be  coming  to  the  U.S.  to  act  as  a 
Manager,  Executive  or  Person  of  Specialized  Knowledge. 

If  a  new  corporation  is  created,  it  must  clearly  show  that  there  is  a 
formal  affiliate  or  subsidiary  relationship  that  exists  with  the  foreign 
corporation  or  business.  In  the  case  of  a  wholly-owned  business,  it 
becomes  necessary  to  show  the  common  ownership  of  interest  and 
control.  The  business  will  not  be  limited  to  the  types  of  business 
activities  carried  on  in  the  foreign  country,  but  the  beneficiary  may 
be  required  to  demonstrate  an  ability  to  carry  out  or  direct  the 
business  activity.  Although  it  is  not  a  specific  requirement  for  this 
nonimmigrant  visa  status,  businesses  that  directly  benefit  U.S. 
citizens  generaly  receive  more  favorable  consideration. 

One  special  advantage  to  this  visa  category  is  the  potential  for  the 
Executives  or  Managers  ( not  Persons  of  Specialized  Skill)  to  apply 
directly  for  permanent  residence  by  waiving  the  Labor  Certification 
process.  This  is  provided  for  in  20  C.F.R.  Sec.  656.10,  Schedule  A, 
’(d),  Group  IV .  If  it  becomes  clear  that  the  position  has  changed  from 
temporary  to  permanent,  then  this  waiver  is  available.  Again  the 
requirements  are  quite  specific,  but  can  generally  be  fulfilled  by  any 
properly  formed  and  successful  business. 

One  word  of  caution  on  investment.  There  does  exist  a  law  that 
provides  for  immigrant  status  for  individuals  who  invest  a  minimum 
of  $40,000  in  a  business  that  employs  at  least  one  U.S.  citizen. 
However,  at  present  there  are  no  immigrant  visas  available  in  this 
category  and  none  are  expected  to  become  available  in  our  lifetime 
unless  there  is  a  major  change  in  the  regulations  governing  this.  If 
you  file  such  an  application,  you  may  be  approved,  but  you  will  not 
be  granted  entry.  Also,  you  will  not  be  allowed  in  the  country  in  any 
non-immigrant  status,  and  if  you  are  in  the  U.S.  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  deport  you!

Lawsuit  Ends  in  Protection  for  Vietnamese 
against  Housing  Discrimination 


A  court  judgment  obtained 
March  23  by  Attorney  General 
Francis  X.  Bellotti  provides  for 
monetary  restitution  and  pre¬ 
vents  landlord  discrimination 
against  a  group  of  Vietnamese 
tenants  in  East  Boston. 

Bellotti  entered  into  the  con¬ 
sent  agreement  with  Ciro  F.  and 
Angela  Nocito  of  Revere,  owners 
of  rental  property  located  at  15 
Meridian  Street  in  East  Boston. 
In  January,  Attorney  General 
Bellotti  filed  suit  in  Boston 
Housing  Court  charging  the 
Nocitos  and  their  manager, 
Edward  J.  Denning  of  Boston, 
with  discriminating  against 
Vietnamese  tenants.  The  civil 
complaint  alleges  that  following 
a  fire  on  September  10,  1983  the 
defendants  refused  to  permit  the 
families  to  move  back  into  their 
apartments  because  of  their 
national  origin,  even  after  the 
units  had  been  rehabilitated. 


The  complaint  also  alleged  that 
the  defendants  failed  to  notify 
the  tenants  of  their  rights 
concerning  security  deposits 
and  fire  insurance  and  refused  to 
return  the  deposits  and  balance 
of  their  rent  following  the  fire. 

The  judgment,  approved  by 
Boston  Housing  Court  Judge 
George  E.  Daher,  orders  full 
restitution  be  made  to  the 
tenants  of  their  deposits  and 
rent  balances.  It  also  requires 
the  Nocitos  to  ensure  that  in  the 
future  their  rental  property  shall 
be  leased  without  regard  to  race 
or  national  origin. 

Other  provisions  require  sub¬ 
mission  of  future  leases  and 
tenant  applications  to  the  Civil 
Rights  Division  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Attorney  General 
allowing  the  Attorney  General  to 
monitor  rental  transactions  un¬ 
dertaken  by  the  Nocitos. 


The  consent  judgment  does  not 
extend  to  Edward  J.  Denning, 
the  third  defendant,  who  man¬ 
ages  other  buildings  in  East 
Boston.  His  case  remains  open, 
according  to  Assistant  Attorney 
General  Diana  Tanaka,  who  is 
handling  the  case  for  Bellotti. 

Attorney  General  Bellotti 
stressed  his  concern  about  the 
vulnerability  of  the  Southeast 
Asian  refugees  living  in  the 
Commonwealth.  “Language 
barriers,  poverty,  and  fear  pre¬ 
vent  many  of  the  recent  immi¬ 
grants  from  asserting  their 
rights,’’  said  Bellotti.  “Through 
community  outreach  conducted 
by  our  Civil  Rights  Division,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  concerned 
neighbors  and  community 
groups,  such  as  the  Southeast 
Asian  Refugee  Task  Force  which 
was  very  helpful  in  this  case,  I 
hope  to  increase  awareness  by 
the  refugees  of  their  rights.”

sentatives,  like  Bill  Chin,  Gor¬ 
don  Chin,  Larry  Ho,  and 
NACA.”  Wong  added  that  after 
these  community  efforts,  the 
Chinese  Americans’  involve¬ 
ment  in  politics  resembles  a 
“log  scale’’  on  the  rise. 

(Editor’s  note:  Bill  Chin  is  past 
president  of  the  Chinese  Consol¬ 
idated  Benevolent  Assn,  of  New 
England,  a  Chinatown  organiza¬ 
tion;  Gordon  Chin,  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  GBCCA;  Larry  Ho  is 
president  of  OCA;  NACA  is  a 
group  nationally  organized  with 


local  branches.  NACA  stands  for 
National  Association  of  Chinese 
Americans.) 

George  Pan  remembered  there 
was  a  lot  of  discrimination  in  this 
country  when  he  immigrated 
from  Taiwan  27  years  ago.  The 
situation  has  improved  tremen¬ 
dously,  partly  because  Ameri¬ 
can  society  is  better  educated 
now  than  before.  However,  Pan 
still  thinks  Chinese  Americans 
should  be  more  active  in  politics 
to  make  sure  that  discrimination 
does  not  exist  anymore. 

Pan  has  been  active  in  political 
activities  for  more  than  14  years. 


He  explained  that  first  of  all  his 
position  as  the  founder  and 
president  of  Systems  Architects, 
Inc.  (SAI)  gives  him  a  lot  of 
opportunities  to  come  in  contact 
with  politicians,  especially  on 
the  national  level.  Secondly,  he 
believes  that  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
cans  should  get  more  involved  in 
politics  in  order  to  have  a  voice  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  or  for  more 
practical  reasons,  in  Boston. 

The  CEDC,  of  which  Pern  is 
board  president,  recently  got 
two  major  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hu¬ 
man  Services  (DHHS)  because, 


he  said,  CEDC  put  forth  a  very 
good  proposal.  But  the  fact  that 
he  was  very  active  in  supporting 
Margaret  Heckler,  now  the 
director  of  DHHS,  and  that 
Massachusetts  is  Heckler’s 
home  state,  also  contributed  to 
the  successful  bid  for  the  funds, 
according  to  Pan.

As  chair  of  the  Massachusetts 
Republican  Club,  Pan  organized 
the  Asian  Americans  for  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan’s  1984  Re-election 
Committee  to  develop  Asian 
American  support  in  the  New 
England  area.  In  1982,  Pan  was 
the  only  Asian  American  ap¬ 
pointed  a  member  of  a  special 
trade  and  investment  mission  to 
Africa. 

As  to  the  political  involvement 
among  the  Chinese  in  China¬ 
town  and  the  suburbs,  Pan 
believes  that  the  major  differ¬ 
ence  lies  in  concerns. 

*  ‘People  who  spent  a  lot  of  time 
in  Chinatown,  like  Bill  Chin, 
don’t  live  in  Chinatown.  They 
are  community-service  oriented. 
They  have  to  know  the  local  and 
state  level  politicians  very  well. 
They  get  very  much  involved 
and  they  did  an  extremely  good 
job,”  Pan  commented. 

In  his  opinion,  there  are  fewer 
Chinese  in  the  suburbs,  and  they 
tend  to  get  more  involved  in 
national  politics.  Suburban  Chi¬ 
nese  are  more  concerned  about 
the  issues  of  self-image,  immi¬ 
gration  law  and  the  touchy 
China/Taiwan  issue,  he  said. 

For  the  first  time  in  many 
years,  he  noted,  GBCCA,  which 
has  the  largest  suburban  Chi¬ 
nese  membership,  invited  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  Chinatown  group  to 
attend  their  annual  banquet  at 
Weston  last  year. 

“There  should  be  more  coop¬ 
eration  between  the  two  groups. 
They  (suburban  Chinese)  now 
look  at  Chinatown  as  a  center  of 
cultural  activities,”  Pan  said. 
Although  he  lives  in  Weston  and 
works  in  Randolph,  he  feels  that 
the  suburban  Chinese  look 
upon  him  as  a  representative 
from  Chinatown. 

He  said  that  to  be  registered 
and  to  vote  are  very  important 
especially  at  the  local  level 
where  issues  or  policies  can  be 
won  or  lost  by  a  narrow  margin.
